4. Depth & Space Dimensions: Space/Inch: 1=098, 
2=181, 3=263, 4=346, 5=429, 6=512, 7=594, 8=677 
Depth/Inch: 1=315, 2=291, 3=268, 4=244. 
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8. Carefully wedge 
a gap at the window 
and frame using the 
HPC No.AW-99 Air 
Wedge®. Use the HPC 
No.AS-1 AutoSleeve™ 
to prevent damage to 
the weather stripping 
and automobile 
finish. Note: Extra 
care should be taken 
when prying the door 
away from the door 
frame.

Tumbler Positions: 1-8. 
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31. Using an awl, carefully pull outward on screw 


access cap at door latch release lever. 


32. Remove 2 (P-2) screws. 


33. Remove handle trim by pulling outward then 


sliding toward hinge side of door. 


34. Pull upward on power window assembly to 
remove (6 snap clips). 
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35. Disconnect power 
window plugs. 


36. Remove arm rest pad by 
pulling upward, 3 snap clips. 


37. Remove 2 (P-2) screws. 
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38. Remove rivet type clip at upper hinge side of door 


panel. 


39. Remove screw access cap at upper 
latch side of door panel. 


40. Remove 1 (P-2) screw. 


41. Remove screw access cap and 1 (P-2) screw 
at lower latch side of door panel. 
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42. Using the HPC Clip Removal Tool, (6 Clips) 
pull outward on bottom portion of door panel, 
then lift upward on panel to remove. 


43. Disconnect speaker plug.
